Strange Sight Revealed When a 
Coffin Was Opened. 

About thirteen vears ago, says the Car- 
son Appeal, Hal Clayton, one of the best- 
known gamblers on the coast, died here of 
a fever. He was rich, and ‘his remains 
were placed in a costly metalijc casket with 
a glass case and consigned to a handsome 
tomb. His wife, who was frantic with 
grief, placed her diamonds on his shirt 
front. The stones were valued at eight 
hundred dollars. Fearful lest the gems 
should be taken from the vault she placed a 
watch at the tomb, and it was maintained 
for many weeks. 

A few days ago George Dobbs, who has 
the care of the prs ape 2 possessed 
with a curiosity to visit Clayton’s tomb, 
and securing the keys of the vault, took a 
look at the remains. He was-astonished to 
find that Clayton’s beard and mustache had 
grown under the glass case to stich an ex- 
tent that they reached below his ‘knees. 
The beard was a rich brown color, extend- 
ing in “wavy masses over the body, and 
having a perfectly healthy appearance, as 
it might have had on a living man. The 
beard had been growing thirteen years. 

Clayton hada romantic life. Hé was en- 
gaged to a handsome young girl in the 
South, and left her to seck his fortune. 
She became tired of his absence, and, set- 
ting out to find him, drifted homeless and 
friendless from one mining camp to an- 
other. After years of this life she met her 
former lfover, but was sochanged by her 
wandering life that he refused to marry 
her. After his repudiation of his old sweet- 
heart he became sick, and when lying at 
death’s door she came to his bedside and 
nursed_him back to health. Filled with 
gratitude at her devotion, he renewed the 
affection of his .youth and married her.

ODD CHURCH CUSTOMS. 
| Singular Gifts Customary in Seme of the 
Rites of Catholicism. 

Archbishop Corrigan has in his possession 
four small barrels, says the New York Sus. 
Two of them were given to the late Cardinal 
by Bishop O’Farrell, of Trenton, when he 
was made a Bishop, and the other two came 
from Bishop McNierney, of Albany, on a 
like occasion. The latter two are made of 
) glass with appropriate imscriptions, and 

have hoops of silver. The others are also 
handsome, and bear the date of the pre- 
sentation. -All when presented were filled 
-with wine. 

Tt-‘has for centuries been the custom upon 
the imstallation of a Bishop in the Roman 
Catholic Church for him to present two bar- 
rels of wine to the officiating prolate. When 
the custom began it was a substantial offer- 
ing, for then the barrels were of goodly 
size and filled with choice vintage; bit, as 
the social conditions became changeti and 
barreis of wine were no ionger considered 
gifts appropriate tc the oceasion, the barrels 
were made mere ornaments, and the original 
reason for the ciistom was for by. all 
except students who were diridis 
enough tg investigate. . 

The church has many customs- associated 
With its. ceremonies. which..are.. retained 
merély out of respect for their founders 
and not because of their own. sanctity. As 
the Bishop gives two barrels of, wine, so the 
priest gives a wax candle to the prelate of- 
ficiating at his ordination. Aft the recent 
canonization of new saints im Rome many of 
these customs were made prominent-in the 
ceremonies. After the Pope’s speech the 
Cardiials presented -him with these gifts 
in the names of the new. saints: A thick 
wax candle; two loaves ef bread, one. coyv- 
ered with silver.and one With pilt; three 
cages, otie contailiing doves; one pigeons, 
ahd the third canaries and greenfinches ; 
ahd two small barrels, of wine. 

When a reporter asked Archbishop Corri- 
gan what the meaning of these. gifts was, 
he said that the original meaning had been 
lost sight of. He referred the reporter to 
an ecciesiastical work, in which appears the 
following: 

At the offertory, or immediately after the 
canonization, if the Pope does not celebrate, 
offerings are made which consist of wax tapers, 
two loaves. and two small barrels of wine, by 
the Cardina: Procurator and the Cardinals of 
the congregation ot Rites. three in each case, a 
Cardinal Bishop, a Cardina! Priest and a 
Cardizai Deacon. In the canonization of St. 
B.rgitta, in addition to these, two doves and 
birds of d:fferent xinds were added, 

Father Kelly, one of the cathedral priests, 
sail that the birds were used in a peculiar 
manner. ‘* At the offertories of mass,” he 
said, “the master of ceremonies cuts the 
strings which keeps the doors of the cages 
closed, and the birds fly out. In this part of 
the ceremony the birds are supposed to rep- 
resent the souls of the saints which have 
left their bodies and have taken their flight 
to Heaven.” 

Father Lavelle said that some of the oth- 
er customs had probably origmated in the 
early history of the church. Much of the 
income of the. church then came in the 
shape of products of the soil, for nearly 
eve;‘y body was then engaged in agricult- 
ural pursuits, or derived his income from 
the efforts of those so en . The 
presents given to the officiating prelate 
were therefore such as the donor would him- 
self receive and appreciate. The custom of 
giving loaves of bread originated, he 
‘thought, from the custom of the faithful in 
those early days of bringing all the products 
of the soil t6 the priests to be blessed. 

When a number of Catholics conclude 
that a departed member of the church has 
been sufficiently good to entitle him to the 


| tion the Holy See to canonize him. Some- 
times the petitioners are relatives of the 
Whoever they are, from them, 
of course, come thé gifts that are presented 
to the Pope. 


ELECTRIC MIRACLES. 


A Gopper Wire Transmitting Power to 
Machinery Many Miles Away. 

“Phe development of electricity as a mode 
of transmitting motive power is still in its 
infancy,’ said a gentleman engaged in the 
manufacture of electrical appliances, “ but 
it is a mighty Vigorous infant, and grows 
with a rapiditv thatis amazing. The most 
surprising thing just now is the rapid mu!- 
tiplication of orders for electric plants for 
driving stationary machinery.”’ 

The importance of this application of sci- 
ence can easily be seen when it is explained 
that by the use of copper wire and a cur- 
rent of electricity a waterfall can be made 
to oe machinery at a distance of many 
miles. 

‘Is there a limit to the distance at which 
this may be applied advantageously?” asked 
the writer. 

The expert smiled. ‘You can hardly ex- 
pect aman in my business to think there is 
ary limit to any thing in the way of applied 
science,’”’ he said. ‘‘ As a matter of experi- 
ence it has not, I believe, been applied as 
yet to any operations involving any great 
distances, but there seems to be ng reason 
why it should not connect machinery with 
the nearest water power, no matter how far 
off that. might be. I believe that the Falls 
of Niagara could be made to drive machin- 
ery in every State in the Union.” 

Some. instance in which this application 
has already béen made have been recently 
cited in the Engineering and Mining Journal. 
It is, of course, entirely a different matter 
from.the electric tramway plan that is here 
spoken of. 

On the Big Bend of Feather river, in Cali- 
fornia, one electric motor company is under 
contract to furnish what is called an “eight- 
een-mile Fac tessa ” for pumping and

CoMMENTING upon the State’s 
needs at the University, the Silver 
State says: | 

“Since the removal of the State 
University to Reno, which is 
mearer to the center of the popula- 
tion of the State than where it was 
originally situated, the institution 
has been fairly well patronized, 
.though for a year or more after it 
was located at Reno it was scarcely 
anything more than a local scheol 
for Washee county. The Regents 
appointed by the Legislature took 
more interest in the price of 
school lands—raising it for the 
purpose of being paid to reduce 
it—than in making the University 
a seat of learning, and little, if any 
attempt was mgde to popularize it 
until the two vears last past. Now 
pupils from all parts of the State’ 
are attending the University, and 
the Legislature made a liberal ap- 
propriation for improving the 
grounds and paying instructors. 

“It is proposed, however, to ex- 

pend a large part of the appropria- 
tion in erecting a dormitory, which 
some of the best friends of the 
University think it unwise todo at 
this stage of its existence. ‘The 
University is within ten minutes 
walk of the business part of the 
town, and students can procure 
board and rooms ai reasonable 
rates with private families, where 
they have more of the comforts of 
home and are doubtlesgy more con- 
tented and less liable to get mis- 
chievous than if cooped up in a 
dormitery. So far as known it 
will not increase the number of 
pupils, as the expense cannet be 
much less, and many parents prefer 
having their chilaren live with a 
private family to boarding and 
lodging at the dormitory of an 
educational. institution, which at 
best, differs but little from the or- 
dinary public house. 

“The interests of the University 
do not seem to require the expend- 
iture of fifteen or twenty thousand

AN AGRICULTURAL COUNTRY 
The Great Possibility of - the 
Truckee Basin. 

A company of Government survey- 
ors were in town Thursday evening, 
®ays the Truckee Republican, and 
are now in this vicinityengaged in the 
work ofascertaining the feasibility of 
storing water for irrigafion. The work 
is beimg done by the United States geo- 
logical. survey, for which Congress re- | 
cently made a large appropriation. The 
plan is to create storage reservoirs of 
the catchment basins in the mount- 
ains, saving the water that goes to 
waste every Spriag, and by means of 
ditches to covey it to the dry and non* 
productive lands of Nevada. 

The corps of surveyors are now 
measuring the volome of water in the 
various streams in order to ascertain 
the amount of water wasted. Yester- 


day they’ measured Prosser Creek. 
The work is an important one, and 
one which mimy effect a oe change 
in the ae object of tha ora : “thos 
country wor us 
far disclosed Lei ate rete - 
ing of Jands in Nevada, and the idea 
of making productive any lands in the 
mountains seems not to have been 
thought of as yet. The question sug- 
ted is, why cannot the mountain 
and be made productive by a system 
of irrigation. There are vast bodies of 
almost level land scattered through 
the mountains in this vicinity, which 
at present are only producing a growth 
of young pines and sagebrush. This 
land could be easily irrigated, and is 
located near streams of water. There 
is a large tract between Truckee and 
Prosser Creek, and between Truckee 
and Martis Creek; also along Prosser 
Creek and the Little Truckee river. 

It has always been thought that this 
land was only fit for coyotes to run 
over, but as a matter of fact it is good 
land and equal to most of the sage- 
brush land of Nevada. It is true that 
the climate is not adapted to the pro- 
ductign of cereals, but there is no rea- 
son in the world why it cannot be 
made, with irrigation, to produce 
bountiful crops of natural or 
grain for stock purposes. eé under- 
stand Dr. Curless is about to experi- 
ment in this direction and has sown 
twenty acres of grain on the flat near 
Martis creek and will irrigate it this 
year. Should he secure a crop 
of hay we confidently expect to see a 
large area cultivated next year, and in 
the course of time hay-growing and 
stock-raising will be an important in- 
dustry of this vicinity. 

If the government constructs the 
irrigation ditches through the 
mountains large tracts of land could 
be brought into cultivation. There 
are several thousand tons of hay cor- 
sumed in this vicinity, every pound of 
which comes distant places, 
which, could it be produced near at 
home would greatly reduce its cost to 
consumers here, and at the same time 
would support quite a lation: in 
the business of wredeclan it. Could 
hay be raised cheaply the stock rais- 
ing * indaniey would flourish and give a 
eicncicisvag! to the community which 

bering does not give. Toa person 
with a prophetic vision the time seems 
to be coming when agriculture will be 
practiced in the Truckee basin, build- 
ing up, one might say, an entirely new 
community.
